Hiss Leaves 
Prison; Says 
He's Innocent 


Will Renew Efforts 
To Dispel Deception, 
He Tells Reporters 


LEVVISBURG, Pa.

Hiss, convicted of lying when he 
denied giving government secrets 
to a Communist spy ring, was re- 
leased from federal prison today. 
He immediately proclaimed he was 
innocent, asserting the charges 
against him were "untrue." 


Hiss, dressed in a business-type 


hat and well-worn grey topcoat 
brought to the penitentiary by his 
wife, told newsmen at the prison 
gate: 


"I shall renew my efforts to dis- 


pell the deception that has been 
foisted on the American people." 


Convicted of Lying 


Hiss spent 3:i years of a 5-year 


sentence in the penitentiary at 
Lewisburg. Specifically he was 
convicted of lying at a congres- 
sional investigation which looked 
into charges by Whittaker Cham- 
bers, admitted Soviet spy courier, 
that he had obtained government 
documents from Hiss, a former 
state department official. 


Hiss was met by his wife, Pris- 


cilla; his 13-year-old 
son, Tony, 


and two attorney friends, Chester 
Lane and Robert M. Benjamin. As 
he walked through the big double 
gated door of the huge brick-walled 
prison, the former prisoner—No. 
19137—was surrounded by nearly 
100 reporters and photographers. 


The drone of a helicopter over- 


head almost drowned out Hiss* 
words as he shouted: 


"I'm very glad to be out but I 


want to reassert my complete in- 
nocence." 


Hits "Falsehoods" 


He said that in his years in jail 


he did not have the opportunity to 
answer "falsehoods" made by "poli- 
ticians and the press" about his 
career. 


Hiss, appearing somewhat hag- 


gard but smiling with his son at his 
side, said he hoped to tell the story 
behind his conviction and "to dis- 
pel the doubts" about his position. 


Hiss ignored all questions con- 


cerning the slaying of William W. 
Remington in the prison earlier 
this week. Remington, like Hiss, 
was convicted of perjury in con- 
nection with Congressional queries 
about communism. 


However, Hiss and Remington 


were never linked together in the 
same Washington Communist as- 
sociations. 


Dodges Questions 


Beyond the brief statement as- 


serting his innocence. Hiss fended 
off further questioning by news- 
men, rushed with his wife and son 
to a waiting red convertible and 
drove away. 


It was assumed that Hiss was 


heading for his apartment in New 
York City. 


As a convict on parole. Hiss must 


report monthly to a federal officer 
in New York for the next year and 
a half on how he's living, how he's

One Is Human 


So far Dombrowski has establish- 


ed that only one of the more than 
SO spots w-as human blood. That 
was a spot no bigger than the 
head of a tack—a spot cut out of 
the thud step from the bottom of 
the basement steps at the Shep- 
pard home. 


The test tube detective has ad- 


mitted he'does not know how long 
that one spot was on the step be- 
fore he cut it from, the wood July 
23. Or how it got there. Or whose 
blood it was. Or who might have 
carried it there. 


Implies Wandering 


What Dombrowski's testimony in 


the first-degiee murder trial has 
implied thus far is that the slayer 
of Marilyn 
Sheppard 
wandered 


about in nearly all parts of the 
lakefront home, dripping blood, 
and went to places such as the 
basement and garage where a 
prowler or burglar would not like-

A demand for the prompt re- j 


lease of the 11 military men and 
two civilians was delivered to Red 
China's diplomatic representative 
m London Friday by the British 
Foreign Office at the request of 
the U. S. State Department. 


British-Handled 


Washington 
officials 
said 
the 


angry note was being delivered 
also to the Peiping regime through 
the British diplomatic representa- 
tive in that Communist capital. 
British channels were used be- 
cause the British maintain diplo- 
matic relations with Red China, 
the United States does not. 


And at U. N. headquarters in 


New York, Chief U. S. Delegate 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. handed a 
copy of the protest to U. N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
with a request that it be circulated 
to all 60 member nations. 


The American note was one of 


the toughest which has been dis- 
patched by the Slate Department 
in a long time. It flatly accused 
the Chinese Communists of viola- 
ting the Korean armistice agree- 
ment by holding the 13 and indi- 
rectly warned them thete is a limit 
to the patience of the American 
people. 


Demands Punishment 


It also made a preliminary de- 


mand for "punishment of the Chi- 
nese Communist officials respon- 
sible" and for compensation for 
the "wrong" done the 13. 


Authorities said today they are 


studying all avenues of following 
up the initial demand, apparently 
in the belief that'even the Chinese 
Reds, isolated as they are from 
the Western world, can not ignore 
the mounting pressures of public 
opinion. 


Among these pressures already 


developing is the stand taken by 
the British government, which in 
comments at the U. N. and in Lon 
don denounced the treatment of 
the Americans as "outrageous.

vated assault and the VFW said 
the disclosure "illuminates the rot- 


tenness" of conditions in such hos- 
pitals. 


Bernard Moran. Rock Island

time the charges were filed against

that evidence of 


brutality against mental patrents 
rn the hospital would be investi- 
gated by a grand jury. He said the 
alleged beatings occurred between 
Aug. 2 and Oct. 20 in the Veteran's 
department of the hospital.

Russia on Brink 
Of New Purges? 
Analyst Sees Signs 
Of Much Nervousness

A pattern of 18 months ago is' 


being repeated today in the Soviet 
Union, suggesting new internal 
nervousness which could lead to 
another upheaval 


A new "vigilance" campaign is 


being launched, similar in tone to 
the one which preceded the arrest 
and purge of police boss Lavrenti 
P. Beria in June, 1953. 


There is stress—as there was 


just before and alter Stalin's 
death—on urging every Soviet citi- 
zen to guard "state secrets." And 
there is again a scare campaign 
to convince the Soviet people their 
country is crawling with British 
and American spies. 


The Communist party is strongly 


reasserting its authority over every 
phase of Soviet life—including the 
military. This becomes more sus- 
picious in view of the fact that at 
the past half dozen or more major 
functions concerning the military 
in Moscow, Marshal Geoigi Zhu- 
kov, a deputy defense minister and 
World War n hero, and Marshal 
Vasily D. Sokolovsky, chief of staff 
of the Soviet army, have been 
missing. 


An intense campaign calls for 


"state discipline" in both military 
and civilian^ life, plus the necessity 
for raising "productivity of labor." 
At the same time, noted military 
men have been writing in the So- 
viet press on the importance of 


continued emphasis on heavy In- 
dustry. 


Honeymoons Over 


All this tends to give th« im- 


pression that a couple of post- 
Stalin honeymoons are over—first, 
the honeymoon between the Soviet 
government and the people, and 
second, the honeymoon with for- 
eigners. It would be no surprise if 
the Soviet government gradually 
eased off on its generous admission 
of western visitors and on the 
permission given them to travel 
in the U.S.S.R. Nor would it be any 
surprise if the censorship on for- 
eign- correspondents in Moscow 
tightened up again after a year or 
so of relative reasonableness. 


The Communist party has been 


drilling into the military forces 
recently their duty to "party and 
state" and the gratitude they owe 
to the Communist party. The party 
warns them to be "mihtantly vigi- 
lant." 


Laid Down Law 


On the economic side, party Sec- 


retary N. S. Khrushchev has con- 
cluded a swing through Central 
Asia where he laid down the law 
to party organizations and republic 
governments.

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ty people to devote more time to 
the political indoctrination of peas- 
ants. 


The implication in this and of 


other recent pronouncements is 
that the highly ambitious consumer 
goods program announced a year 
ago, at the height of the honey- 
moon, failed in its first year. In- 
deed, the impression is that the 
top leaders never believed for a 
moment the goal of a significant 
increase of goods available to the 
public could be achieved. That 
would require some sacrifice of 
heavy industry. 


No Delivery 


But the party and government, 


at a time of internal strain, made 
many promo*"* which w»rp widely 
advertised. If there is no delivery, 
the blame must be assessed for the 
sake of appearances. It is being 
laid to failure to get the most pro- 
ductivity out of agricultural and 
other labor. To make that stick, 
Khrushchev is ordering his party 
minions to take a firmer grip.

Needs Cited 


The needs cited include: 
1. Means to give the masses of 


denominationally secluded church 
members more personal contact 
and experience with interchurch 
activities so they can know first- 
hand the values of cooperative 
Christian labors. 


2. Setting up of comprehensive

on a national scale to show where 
the churches are doing their job 
n society and where thye're fail- 
ing—so tactics can be planned ac- 
cordingly. 


3. Increased 
participation by 


laymen—along with the clergy—in 
church cooperative work. 


4. Further 
bolstering of the 


council's financial resources to 
provide a margin for more flexible 
operations and a reserve to protect 
against temporary income slumps. 


5. Bringing currently nonpartici- 


patmg denominations which share 
faath in a divine Christ into the 
movement. Although not named, 
the principal nonmembers are the 
Southern Baptists, Roman Catho- 
lics and Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod. 


Impro\e Communications 


6. Clearer channels of commu- 


nication between local, state and 
national councils of churches and 
more decentralized council meet- 
ings in all geographical areas to 
keep direction flowing from the 
bottom up. 


"State and local constituencies 


want guidance on the basis of 
policies and plans acceptable to 
all units of the council," the bien- 
nial executive report says. "They 
do not want patterns dictated by 
national staff people." 


The call for giving more rank- 


and-file Christians personal ex- 
perience in interdenominational af- 
fairs came from Dr. R o s w e l l 
Barnes, the council's associate 
general secretary. 


"One of the major tasks," he 


said, "is to bring more of our 
members into extensive ecumen- 
ical experience and . . . into deep- 
er understanding of the ecumen- 
ical perspective." 


He said clergymen and laymen 


who have taken a direct part in 


nterchurch activities have a 
"quite difierent" outlook from the 
bulk of churchgoers who are ac- 
quainted 
only with their own 


chuich. 


It's Difficult 


This difference in perspective, 


he said, is "deep-seated and quite 
difficult to deal with." 


Those who have had face-to-face 


relationships with other churches 
see their o\vn church in "the- uni- 
versal persepctive" of Christian- 
ity, he said, while many others 
see their own church as a realm 
of values limited to itself. 


He said this doesn't mean that 


the e c u m e n i c a 1 ly experienced 
Christian is "less loyal" to his own 
church—but that he is somewhat 
like the overseas traveler who 
"gains appreciation for the culture 
and problems of others without 
thinking less of his own national 
heritage."

Heckler Sues 
Vice President 
For $150,000 


SAN FRANCISCO L¥t—Vice Pres- 


ident Richard Nixon faces a $150,- 
000 suit, charged with assault, bat- 
tery and false imprisonment by a 
man ejected from a political rally 
last month after a heckler shouted, 
"tell us a dog story, Dick " 


The heckler's remark came as 


Nixon was finishing a speech at a 
San Mateo, Calif., rally Oct. 29. 
Guards began escorting James 
Heavey, 33. of San Francisco, from 
the auditorium, but when 
the 


speech ended, Nixon called him 
back and lectured him on freedom 
of speech. 


Heavey's suit charges he was as- 


saulted, battered and falsely de- 
tained by 12 men under Nixon's 
supervision, suffering "grave and 
severe humiliation, embarrassment 
and shame, including shock and 
injury to his nerves and nervous 
system." 


The complaint describes the man 


\vho seized Heavey as "agents, 
:ervants and employes" of the vice 
president who "were at all times 
acting within the course and scope 
of their employment and under the 
direction and control and super- 
vision" of Nixon. 


The suit asks $50.000 general and 


S25.000 punitive damages for as- 
sault, and the same amounts for 
being "restrained \ v i t h o u t his 
consent "

Dixon's Most Charming Lady

If a visitor to Dixon wants a vivid account of the com- 


munity's history, there is no better source than Miss Fan- 
nie Murphy, our most charming, and oldest, citizen. Last 
March 5 she celebrated her 98th birthday. All her years 
in Dixon have been spent at the same location, although 
the original home has been torn down and a large frame 
house built on the same lot. Miss Murphy has seen Dixon 
grow from a small settlement to the bustling city of 11,000 
which it is today. 


Many visitors wonder why the streets running 


north and south are wider than those running east 
and west or parallel to the Rock River. Miss Mur- 
phy explains that years ago river transportation was 
far more important than it is today. To accommo- 
date the heavier traffic going to and from the river 
in a north and south direction, the streets were 
made wider. 
Even though she was a young child at the time, she 


well remembers the quiet Sunday in 1861 when the local 
men, 
in their home-made uniforms and stepping along to 


the music of fife and drum, marched away to join the 
Union Forces. She recalls, too, that it was not long after 
the men had gone that a call was issued for pickles to 
combat the great outbreak of scurvy among Union sol- 
diers. 
Since cucumbers were very scarce that year, the 


local women pickled potatoes instead and sent them to 
the "boys in blue." 


Miss Murphy also tells of attending the funeral 


of John Dixon, the founder of our city, in 1876. How 
short history seems when one realizes that Miss 
Murphy was 20 years old when Dixon died and he 
was 15 at the time of George Washington's death! 
After being graduated from high school, Miss Murphy 


studied to become a teacher at Illinois State Normal in 
Normal and later at the University of Chicago. 
Then 


for 25 years she taught school in Dixon, Chicago and 
Minneapolis. 


In spite of her advanced years. Miss Murphy is still 


very active in the Phidian Art Club; she is the only 
living charter member. 
Another of her interests is the 


Daughters of the American Revolution. She is also an 
active member of the Dixon Woman's Club and of the 
Woman's Garden Club. 


"A good background In 'local history is im- 


portant for children," says Miss Murphy, "be- 
cause it makes children more interested in and 
better citizens of their city." 
She has talked to our Junior Historian groups many 


times and we who have heard this charming lady find her 
unending store of knowledge both interesting and educa- 
tional. Miss Murphy credits her many years to the fact 
that her mother lived to be 95. and her grandmother to 
the age of 99. We who know her. however, wonder if her 
remarkable health is not also due to her many worth- 
while activities, interests, and keen sense of humor.

Old Hatch House in Dixon

If you had been a Forty-niner crossing northern Illi- 


nois on your way west to the gold fields, you probably 
would have stopped at the "Old Hatch House" in Dixon 
because it would have been the last chance to get bak- 
ery goods before reaching California. 
The wagons of 


gold seekers used to be lined up for blocks as they waited 
to get their share of bread. 


The old Hatch House was located on the south bank 


of the Rock River between the river and the ferry house 
of John Dixon. It was built in 1842 by James Hatch, my 
great-grandfather, as a combination home and bakery. 
The bakery was in the basement and the family lived 
in the upper part of the house. 


The house was a central meeting place for travelers 


passing through Dixon. The Indians were good friends of 
James Hatch, and they often slept there. During the Civil 
War soldiers passing through stopped to sleep overnight. 
They were glad to sleep on the floor which was warmed 
by the big Dutch ovens in the basement. 


The bakery was torn down in 1928 and replaced by a 


gasoline station. 
Situated as it was next to the river 


and the railroad, the old Hatch House had to be removed 
to make way for progress in a growing city.

TAIPEH, Formosa Oft— Chinese 


Nationalist warplanes, ranging out 
over the China Sea following the 
reported smashing of a Red Chi- 
nese i n v a s i o n attempt, today 
blasted Toumen Island. Red out- 
post 13 miles north of the Nation- 
alists' strategic Tachen Islands. 


Toumen is some 200 miles north 


of Formosa and tiny Wuchiu Is- 
land, where the Nationalists claim 
they hurled back a Communist at- 
tack yesterdaj'. 


No new developments were re- 


ported today from Wuchiu, a half 
square mile dot of land 72 miles 
west of Formosa. In fact, despite 
earlier reports of hand-to-hand 
fighting, there now are indications 
the Communist troops did not ac- 
tually land on Wuchiu. 


In reporting the incident today, 


the official Central News Claimed 
the "invading fleet" was repulsed 
by shore batteries and Nationalist 
war planes. 


And an afternoon newspaper— 


which spoke Friday of a Commu- 
nist invasion beachhead, 
heavy 


ground fighting and the arrival of 
Red reinforcements—spoke today 
only of what it called an attempted 
Red landing.
